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Introduction 


The Canadian Research Index - Microlog puts all of 
Canada's hard-to-find government and research 
literature at your fingertips. Canadian Research 
Index in print is a monthly indexing and abstracting 
service. An electronic version on CD-ROM or via the 
Internet is also available. Microlog represents our 
fulltext document service. Most titles included in 
Canadian Research Index are available in paper as 
well as microfiche format. Together, these services are 
a powerful tool for finding Canadian report 
publications. 


The Canadian Research Index includes scientific and 
technical research papers in physical, natural and social 
sciences. It also includes policy papers, important 
statistical publications, and annual reports. 


Documents issued in English or French are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in the language of the 
publication, while bilingual documents are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in both languages. 


Every effort is made to ensure the currency of the 
index. For instance, documents appearing in the 
checklist of Canadian Government Publications are 
delivered by the Microlog Service approximately two 
months after publication of the list.

Subject index: Subject terms based on Library of 
Congress and Canadian Subject Headings are assigned 
to each document. A cross-referencing structure assists 
searchers. 

Series titles: Lists by title and numbers all reports in a 
series; series are available as an on-going subscription 
or retrospective collection. 

Microfiche collections: Lists contents of each fiche 
collection for quick reference. These collections can be 
used as current awareness lists in broad subject areas to 
notify users of new acquisitions. 


ELECTRONIC ACCESS 


The full Canadian Research Index file from 1982 to 
date is available in electronic formats on the 
SilverPlatter SPIRS platform. It is accessible on CD; it 
may be licensed for network use on a local server or on 
a SilverPlatter ERL server; and it is available for 
Internet subscription. Reports may be ordered through 
the National Technical Information Service in the 
U.S.A., or directly through Micromedia's Technical 
Information Centre. All catalogued documents issued 
by Statistics Canada are now included in electronic 
versions of Canadian Research Index. For
